Andrew Borjessen Hanged for Murder- 
ink Emma Anderson. 


AWN ATROCIOUS DEED OF BLOOD LEGALLY 
EXPIATED. 


History of the Tragedy asd Its Principels 
—Mysterious Disappearance of a Young 
Girl-A Texas Deputy Sheriff Shot 
Down—Juan Coy, a Noted Desperado 
Killed —Criminal News. 


LITCHFIELD, Conn., Jan: .- Andrew Bor- 
Jessen, the murderer of Emma Anderson, 
was hanged inthe jail ‘here this forenoon. 
The drop fell at 10:38 o’clock, and the victim 
of the law was dead in eleven minutes ‘there- 
after. 

Borjessen was a trifie nervous yesterday 
and paced his cell continuously. Mr. Erick- 
son, the Swedish clergyman, spent a good 
partofthe prisoner’s last night on earth 
with him, reading the Bible and praying. 
After Borjessen retired he slept soundly until 
5o0’clock. At7o’clock he was shaved and 
donned his new black cloth suit. At d o' clock 
the sacrament was administered by Rev. Mr. 
Erickson. Borjessen has become very relig- 
lous lately. Yesterday he gave to Sheriff 
Allen a long, rambling statement in writing, 
acknowledging the justice of the sentence and 
stating that he alone was responsibie for the 
crime, and that it had been premeditated for 
several days. The screed ends with a pro- 
fession of faith and an expression of the be- 
lief that he is saved. 


THE CRIME. 

Andrew Borjessen and Emma Anderson 
werd playmates in Sweden and Borjessen 
came rst to this country and secured work 
on a farm in New Milford. He saved money 
fortwo years and then vent to Sweden and 
induced his brother Charles and his play- 
mate, Emma, whoat the time me his 
promised bride, toreturn with him. Emma 
secured a situation on a farm about two miles 
from where her lover was employed. This 
was about a year before the murder. Andrew 
became dissipated and Emma insisted that 
their engagement should be broken. At this 
Andrew became furious and 
ance. Promtimetotime he visited Emma 
and persisted in his suit, till at last, at the 
request of the girl. Emmas employer paid 
him $40, whicb he had — gente in bringing 
Emma from Sweden, and requested him to 
keep off the premises. 

Onthe night before the murder Andrew 
went to the village of New Milford and drank 
heavily, starting for home early in the even- 
ing. He did not enter his employer's house, 
but sat under a shed toying with his freshly 
sharpened knife until : a. m., when the de- 
sire for revenge got the better of his love and 
he started for the farmof Emma’s — ü — 
Homer Buckingham, walking through a ter- 
rite storm which raged all night. Arriving 
atthe house he placed aplank against the 
root of the shed in the rear and taking off his 
shoes, climbed up the plank and intothe 
window of Emma’s room, which, on acconnt 
ofthe heat, had been left open forthe first 
time since Andrew’s threats. He attacked 
the sleeping girl and slashed with his knife 
until the victim’s head was nearly severed 
from her body, and gashed in a horrible man- 
ner. The noise aroused the househoid and 
the murder was discovered by Mr. Bucking- 
ham as the murderer was leaving the shed. 

CAPTURE AND TRIAL. 

He wes captured ea the next morning in 
a swamp about a mile fromthe scene of the 
murder, where he had been tracked by a 
trail of blood which flowed fromacut in his 
thigh, self-inflicted during his frenzied use of 
the knife on his victim. 

His trial was begun at Litchfield, Dec. 2, 
1890, and lasted four days. The defence was 
Insanity, due to eptllepsy, but so skilfully was 
the prosecution worked upthat it took the 
jury but twenty-two minutesto decide him 
guilty, and he was sentenced on Jan. 1, 1891, 
to be henged Jan. , 1892 Arequest fora 
pew trial was denied and an appeal for 
clemency afew weeks ago before the State 
Board of Pardon resulted in non-interfer- 


ence. 
The panging took place in a new buliding 
erected for the purpose in the rear of the jali 
andthe gallows used was the same upon 
which many murderers have paid the penalty 
in New Haven and Bridgeport. 

Preparations for the execution were com- 
plete. A high board fence had been erected 
around the bulldingin the rear of the jail 
where the hanging took place, and a canvass 
sheet twenty-five feet high was stretched 
from the top of the fence.

ASHFORTH SET FREE

Extradition Failed to Secure the Noted 
American Swindler. 


HIS OFFENSE COMMITTED BEFORE THE 
TREATY WAS ADOPTED. 


A Law Can Have No Retroactive Force— 
Tennyson’s Tribute to the Dead Duke 
Said to Be Mostly Gush — Canada’s 
Boodlers Being Investigated—English 
Farmers in Conference—Foreign News. 


Lonbpox, Jan. 29.—Joseph J. Ashforth, who 
was arrested for embezzling funds of the 
Royal Arcanum Building 4 Loan Association 
of Brooklyn, N. I., and who is now held for 
extradition, was brought before the Court of 
Queen’s Bench to-day on a decree nisi, call- 
ing upon the treasury, the Magistrate of the 
Bow Street Police Court, and the Hon. 
Robert T. Lincoln, Minister of the United 
States, to show cause whya writ of habeas 
corpus should not issue in his case. 

Justices Sir Henry Hawkins and Sir Alfred 
Wells presided. Sir Richard ebster, At- 
torney General, and Sir Edward Clarke, 
Solicitor General, both appeared for the 
Crown and argued against the granting of a 
writ of habeas corpus to release the prisoner, 
Lenghty statements were submitted showing 
that the Bow Street Magistrate had rightly 
committed Ashforth to await the result of 
proceedings Jor extradition as applied for by 
the proper United States authorities. 

Sir Edward Clarke maintained that the case 
was Clearly within the present treaty. 

Sir Alfred Willis, one of the presiding Jus- 
tices, said that he did not think the point 
raised by the prisoner in this respect affected 
the issue. 

Sir Richard Webster then argued that there 
was abundant evidence to show that Ash- 
forth’s extradition should be granted. 

Mr. Polani, for the prisoner, claimed that 
the evidence presented Was not sufficient to 
justify the extradition of his client and that 
there was nothing tn the depositions to prove 
that the offenses were committed after 
April, 1890, when the new extradition treaty 
was adopted, and finally he claimed that the 
prosecution relied merely upon accusatéons 
contained in a letter. 

After some further discutston of the ques- 
tion the bench made the habeas corpus ab- 
solute and ordered that the prisoner be dis- 
charged.

The Story of the Loaded Coffin Denied by 
Those Who Witnessed the 


New Brunswick, N. J., Jan. . — The ro- 
port that Cashier T. Wilton Hill of the James- 
burg bank is alive and that a loaded coffin 
figured at the funeral is dented to-day: 

Assistant President J. C. McGee says: The 
story is utter nonsense. I saw Mr. Hill's 


body in the coffin and spoke of the natural- 
ness of its appearance. Where such a story 
could have started I have no idea. 

Charles Ek. Westervelt, Cashier of the 
Jamesburg Bank. says: aes talk about 
Mr. Hili’s not being dead is absurd. There 
are many reliable people here in Jamesbur 
who saw him. in his coffin, to say nothing o 
those who prepared his body for the grave.’’ 

T. Wilton Hines life was insured in the 
Equitable Lifeand the Mutual Benefit Life 
Insurance Companies of New York for $26,000, 
all of which has been paid to Mrs. Hill. 

There was some talk to-day of having Hill’s 
body exhumed in order to satisfy the local 
agents of the insurance com les, but this 
idea was given up when the undertaker and 
doctor expressed their willingness to swear 
that Hill's body was realiy buried. 

McGee says that enough has now been dis- 
covered to show that Hill’s stealings amount 
at least to $54,000. 

Public opinion in r — is firm in the 
conviction that Hil) committed suicide hy 
poison after he had told his physician that he 
no longer needed his services, and after Mr. 
Westervelt had left him apparently almost 
able to leave his house. 

The directors of the bank are anxious to 
keep the institution on its feet, and at their 
last meeting levied an assessment of $15,000 
on the stockholders to meet what was then 
supposed to be the actual loss.

REPORTS CONFIRMED OF A RE NDEZVOUS 
IN COAHUILA. 


Nothing Deffinitely Known of the Leader’s 
'Whereabouts—The Northern Uprising 
Headed by an Experienced | Military 
Commander—How the Uprising Is Re- 
garded in the Republic’s Capital. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Jah. 29.—The only news 
received from the border this morning was 
contained ina dispatch from Del Rio, Tex., 
which confirms the report received yesterday 
that there is a force of several 
thousand Mexican Revolutionists in 
the country about that place, about 
one bundred miles on the Mexican side of the 
Rio Grande in the State of Coahuila. The dis- 
patch states that it is not definitely known as 
to whether Catarina Garza ts in command of 
the army or not, some persons claiming to 
have seen him and others asserting 
that the person at the head 
of the revolutionists is a man 
of military training and well known through- 
out Mexico. 

These reports seem to be given credence at 
military department headquarters here, and 
there are indications that part of the 
United states troops now engaged 
in field duty. on the lower part 
of the Rio Grande will be transferred to the 
upper part ofthe border at once, although 
no order to that effect has been issued by 
Gen. Stanley. If this is done the United 
States military forces will be augmented by 
troops from other departments. 

There is the greatest excitement along the 


whole Rio Grande border and there seems to 


be no question but what the movement in- 
augurated Garza, which has been 
drifting along so slowly, is going to develop 
into a bloody war. 

The Mexican Government began rushing 
troops tothe upper partof her Rio Grande 
frontier thr ays ago, but the country in 
which the present revolutionary force is lo- 
cated is so inaccessible it will be some time 
before the Government troops can get to 
them. ' 


A BAD CROWD. 


WHAT 18 THOUGHT OF GaRZA IN THE CITY OF 
MEXICO. ' 


CiTy oF Mexico, Jan. 29.—The official and 
subsidized papers here insist that peace reigns 
onthe frontier and that the country was 
never more quiet. It looks as though every 
possible effort was being made to prevent the 
neus of the Garza movement from being 
made public. The newspaper press is so 81 
lent on the subject that it seems to be afraid 
to publish news from the frontier. Whenever 
the opposition papers volunteer to make 


make mention of Garza and his intention the 
other papers immediately begin to threaten 
the opposition editors with arrest or impris- 
onment. 

Private advices which reach here from the 
northern frontier would seem to indicate 
that the condition of affairs there merits 
more attention than the authorities ere will- 
ing to admit. Mexican revolutions in time 
past have had even smaller beginnings. 

The arguments that this country has made 
S great progress in the last decade that 
rev lutions are much more difficult than for- 
werly has much force, There is force also in 
the jact thatthe military men are now on 
the side of the Government, butat the same 
time the element of discontent is by ho Means 
made less by this fact. All the information 
that reaches here indicates that the people 
on the northern frontier are not bostile to 
President Diaz, but tothe officials whom he 
has appointed. It is alleged that these 
officiais do not keepthe central Government 
correctly intormed of the true state of affairs 
inthe North. At the same time there is little 
if any doubt that the men associated with 
Garza are entitledto scant respect. They 
are characterized as u bad crowd, Noone 
¢xpects them to triumph, but itis feared that 
they may cause much trouble.

CARDINAL SIMEONI’S SUCCESSOR, 


The Appointment of Ledochowski Regard- 
ed as a Bignificant Event. 


Paris, Jan. D. —In France the appointment 
by the Pope of Cardidal Ledochowski Perfect 
r the Congregation de Propaganda Fide in 
succession to the late Cardinal Simeon! Is re- 
garded asa very significant act. The group 
of which Cardinal Ledochowsk!i is the 


head aims at the preservation of Italian 
unity, but with concessions guaranteeing the 
absolute liberty of the Pope, and the cession 
of Rome to the Vatican by Italy. 

Count Miccislas Ledochowski was born at 
Gorki, in Poland, on Oct, 29, 1828. Leaving 
his native land at an early age he decided to 
enter the church and joined the Jesuit Col- 
Joye at Rome, where he was ordained priest 

1845. 


Being in due time appointed prelate and 
apostolic prothonotary,he was attached to the 
legation of. the Holy See at Lisbon, whence he 
was removed in 1856, having received the ap- 
pointment of delegate to the South American 
republics. Soon after his arrival there he 
was ordered by Gen. Mosquera, President of 
Colombia, to quit the country, and he re- 
turned to Rome in 1861. 

In 1862 he was appointed Archbishop of 
Thebes in partibus and Nuncio at Brussels. 

Dec. 16, 1865, he was elected Archbishop 
Grusors and at first showed himself favor- 
ably disposed towards the Government. Sub- 
uentiy, however, he became one of the 
Ditterest adversaries of the Government, 
and even refused to allow the German lan- 
geto be taught in the seminaries. For 
conduct he was condemned to two years’ 
imprisonment, and on Feb. 3, 1874, was taken 
to the — at Ostrowa; where he was sub- 
jected to unusually barsh treatment. A fine 
of 1,000 thalers was also imposed on him. 

On March 16, 1875, he was appointed a 
Cardinal Priest, and, leaving his prison in 
January, 1876, he went to Cracow and took.

OBITUARY. 


Death of Gen. Henry A. Barnum, Veteran 
ofthe Civil War. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—Gen. Henry A. Bar- 
num, Port Wardenof this city, and oneof 
the most distinguished veterans of the late 
war, who has been ill with pneumonia at his 
home, 103 West Forty-fourth street, died at 
three minutes past 10 o’clock this morning. 


The General passed away quiefly. He will 
probably be buried in Syracuse, N. Y. 

Gen. Barnum was born in Jamesville, N. 
Y., in 1888. At the outbreak of the war he 
enlisted asa private and was elected Cap- 
tain. He attained the rank of Major in Octo- 
ber, 1861. He received a bullet wound at 
Malvern Hill which pierced the abdominal 
walls on his left side, and he was left for dead 
on the feld. A body supposed to have been 
his was sent home, and after a funeral ora- 
tion it was interred. He got well in Confeder- 
ate hands and was sent to Libby prison. 

After bis exchange he was promoted to a 
colonelcy and led his regiment at Gettysburg 
and at Lookout Mountain. He was again 
wounded in the latter fight,in which his 
regiment captured eleven battle fags. Inthe 
Atlanta campaign he was again wounded, but 
was able to command a brigade during Sher- 
man's famous march tothe sea. He was the 
first officer to enter Savannah. He was brev- 
eted major-general March 13, 1865, and re- 
signed Jan.9,1866, having declined a colonelcy 
in the regular army. 

About eighteen months ago Congress 
passed a resolution awarding him a gold 
„medal for general Dravery in the war. His 
friends also gave him adinner, at which 
Gen. W. T. Sherman presided, and Ubauncey 
M. * was selected to make the presenta- 
tion of a gold watch.He was Past Commander 
of Hancock Post, G. A. R.

The Democratic Majority Will Assail 
: the McKinley Act.

ALAN ADOPTED BY THE WAYS AND 
MEANS COMMITTEE. } 


Chairman Springer’s Plan Indorsed— 
Farmers’ Alliance Congressmen Pusb- 
ing Inquiry Into Pinkertonism—In- 
vestigating Judge Woods—Meeting of 
the National Board of Trade. : 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 29.— The Demo- 
cratic policy with reference to the tariff in 
this Congress has been decided, The Mc- 
Kinley law will be attacked by separate bills 
almed at a few parts of the measure, not by 
a general tariff revision bill. This conclu- 
sion was reached this morning by the 
Democratic members of the Ways and Means 
Committee after a conference lasting several 
hours. Whena vote was taken it resulted 7 
to 8in favor of separate bills. The three dis- 
senting members of the committee gave their 
adhesion to the policy of the majority 
of their associates on the committee 
and will act with them, thus making the 
Democratic part of the Ways and Means 
Committee a unit on the policy which it was 
decided toadopt. Nothing was said about 
which particular feature of the present law 
should be first attacked, and this will be left 
to future determination. 

THE MOTION CARRIED. 

After there had beena lengthy discussion, 
in which the members of the committee In 
former Congresses expressed their opinion in 
favor ofa general tariff revision bill, and 
Mr. Springer and his associates argued that 
the proper method of procedure was by 
attacking the tariff law in detail, 
Mr. Bryan of Nebraska Offered a resolution 
Geclartng it to be the sense of thb Democratic 
members of the committee that its policy 
with regard to tariff legislation in the Fifty- 
second Congress should be one of revision by 
separate measures, instead ofa general re- 
vision of the whole system. 

This motion was carried by a vote of 7 tos. 
Those voting in favor of it were Messrs. 
Montgomery, Whiting, Shively, Cockran, 
Stevens, Bryan and Springer, the new mem- 
bers of the committee The negative votes 
were cast by Messrs. McMillin, Turner and 
Wilson, members of the committee in pre- 
vious Congresses. 

The general policy having been determined 
upon, all the members present agreed to 
abide by the conclusion reached. 

Mr. Wilson of West Virginia said later that 
the majority of the committee would actin 
harmony, and Mr. McMillin and Mr. Turner 
of Georgia subsequently concurred in this 
statement. 

SPRINGER PLEASED. 

Chairman Springer was naturally somewhat 
satisfied that his policy of reporting separate 
bills had met the approval of the Democratic 
majority. Tbere is no indication of any 
trouble atall,’’ said be, when interrogated 
as to whether the Democratic members 
would vote as a unit in the committee. 
Everything is perfectly satisfactory 
now 80 far as know. 
We have carefully considered the situation 
and have to-day decided on motion of Mr. 
Bryan of Nebraska, that it is the sense of the 
Democratic members of the committee 
that we proceed to deal with the 
tariff by the introduction of 
separate bills instead of attempting a gen- 
eral revision. There has been a free inter- 
change of views-by the Democratic members 
in our conferences, and the best of feeling 
has prevailed. Our differences were those 
merely of policy and not as tothe great vital 
principle. There was a concensus 
of opinion that there should be no step back- 
ward in our party opposition on the outrage- 
ous features of the MckKinley law. We de- 
cided to assall them in the manner that 
would be most effective and give the 
greatest assurance of success. The 
deliberations of the Democratic members 
have always been characterized by the ut- 
most good humor and kindly feeling. The 
statement in some of the papers that there is 
to be a Democratic bolt is not enter- 
tained by those best informed 
on the subject. Gentlemen may very con- 
sistently differas to policy without it neces- 
sarily following that the party policy, when 
finally ag! ay. - by the majority, is to be re- 
sisted by the minority.’’ 

Mr. Bryan, the mover of the expression of 
the sense of the committee, had but little to 
say.

ON BAIL. 


Chief Pointe in the Exceptions Filed 
Agaiust Judge Rising’s Rulings—The 
Death Watch Was to Have Been Placed 
in His Oell Next Sunday Night-—The 
New Trial. 


DENVER, Colo., Jan. M. — The supreme 
Court of Colorado this morning granted a 
supersedeas in the Graves case.“ Two or pos- 
sibly three years may elapse before the case 
reaches its turn upon the docket. Dr. Graves 
will de released on bail. The whole case will 
be revised by the Supreme Tribunal of the 
State. There has been a decided révulsion in 
public sentiment here, and the opinion is 
now quite general that Graves did not have a 
fair chance to disprove the charge that he 
caused the death of Mrs. Josephine A. 
Barnaby. 

Graves was under sentence of death and his 
execution was to have taken place next 
week. Arrangements had been made to 
place the death watch in his cell Sunday 
night. 

The writ presented by Graves’ lawyers 
took exception to Judge Rising’s if'structions 
to the jury in the lower court, claiming that 
the Judge erred in instructing the jury that 
they should bring in a verdict of gullty 
if they had reasonable basis for thinking that 
the doctor had sent the poisoned bottle to 
Mrs. Barnaby; that it was not necessary for 
every link in the circumstantial evidence 
to be perfect in order to bring 
a conviction. They also took exception to 
the testimony of the several. witnesses who 
the defence allege, were allowed to go out of 
their way to testify against the doctor. The 
doctor has been notified by telegraph of his 
good luck in securing a stay of proceedings,

SpRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 29.—It seems to be 
generally admitted that the Miners’ Union of 
Ininois has petered out. Its membership has 
gwindled to 2,000 or less, while the number of 
n actually engaged i mining in the whole 
ctate, not including boys and other em- 
ployes, 1s 26,059. The officers of the organiza- 
tion are forced to admit that the membership 
nas fallen of greatly within the last year or 
tuo, but they attribute it to the fact that 
recent strikes have been unsuccéssful and 
the consequent feeling among the miners of 
the State that no organization is necessary. 
They will not admit, of course, that the 
political work of the leaders has had any- 
ning to do with the decline of the once 
powerful organization. 

There is only one officer of the organization 
who hasaresidenceat Springfeld. That is 
Eben Howells, the Secretary and Treasurer. 
president M. J. Goings of Lebanon, however, 
was here, and he had this to say regarding 
the charges that have recently been pub, 
‘shed against the Officers and leaders of the 
miners’ organization: ‘*The principal charge 
is. of course, that the officers of the organiza- 
tion have betrayed it and sold it out to the 
Republican party. This charge, of course, is 
made by the Democrats solely for political 
to convince the miners that they 
owe allegiance tothe Democratic party: I 
know the charge to be absolutely false, The 
strate union is not run by Republicans and 
there is no polities in it. The miners who be- 
long toit are men of all political: beliefs. 
Some are Republicans, s0me Democrats, apd 


some are independent in politics.

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FIRST RAILROAD IN THE WEST. 


It Was Built in 1837 and Ran From Ches- 
ter to Alton, III. 

A statement is made inthe Post-DIsPATCH 
of the eth inst, that the first railroad laid 
out and built in linols was what was known 
at the time asthe Northern Cross Railroad, 
running from Meredosia to Springfield in 
Sangamon County. The first rafl was lajd 


May 9, 1538. : 

This is strongly controverted by Mr. J. N. 
Yerrin of Belleville, who writes as follows: 

\ number of the lilinols newspapers are 
engaged inadisputeastowhen and where 
the first railroad was laid out and built in 
lilinols, Will you kindly allow the claim of 
st. Clair County to be presented? 

The first railroad that was built not only in 
Unnots, but in the Mississippi Valley, and in 
fact in the entire West, was dullt in 1887. It 
ran across that strip of valley, or river bed, 
extending from Chester to Alton along the 
eastern side of the gy 1 River known 
as the American Bottom. u the east side of 
this. bottom are the bluffs, a range of hills 
fullofcoal. It was in order to connect these 
coal felds with the market that this pioneer 
Western road was bullt. St. Louis deing on 
the west side of this strip, and across the 
river, was the market to be reached. No less 
renowned a personage than Gov. John Rey- 
nolds wasthe chief projector of this plan. 
lie owned @ Vast amount of land in that re- 
gion, and incompany with some others he 
undertook the construction of this work 
which was destined in after years to develop 
the great coal flelds of Southern IIIinois. 
Great plies were driven into the Grand 
Marais to furnish a foundation on which to 
bulld the track over the great marsh lying 
immediately at the footof the hills. For a 
while they used horse power and the rails 
were made of hoop iron and wagon tires. 
This crude affair was the beginning of what 
has since become a famous coal road. Rey- 
nolds himseitf mhis Life and Times“ pub- 
lished in 1855, on page , says they had the 
road in operation in 1837, Col. John Thomas 
too remembers this early-timer., The Colonel 
isa veteran of the Black Hawk Warof 1882 
and at the age of 92 resides at Bellevillé in the 
enjoyment of a good memory bearing on 
those early events.

A PLEA FOR CHINA. 


Ex-Minister Young Speaks of Pleasing 
Possibilities. 3 

WASHINGTON, D. O., Jan, 29.—John Rus- 

sell Young, ex-Minister to China, who is 

visiting Washington, last night dis- 

cussed Senator Morgan’s resolution, asking 

for the correspondence with China over 


the rejection by that country of ex- Senator 
Blair as Minister. He expressed surprise at 
China’s action, and said it. was unfortunate 
for our prestige. In fact,Mr.Biair had shown. 
himself conspicuous among our public men 
for his sympathies with China. 

There was no good reason for his rejection. 
The idea that it could have been Mr. Blair's 
vote in favor of the restriction bills that 
caused China’s action was spoken of by Mr. 
Young as absurd. He declared that 
the China rulers are ready to approve 
even severer restraints onthe emigration of 
their subjects than we have ever imposed. 
Then it would be.seen that there was no need 
of making the emigration question a source 
of international trouble. Mr. Young thinks 
that rather than waste our energies in the 
poverty stricken countries of South America 
we should awake to the fact that we 
are the nearest neighbor of the most pu- 
lous, the oldest and perhaps chest 
country in the world, and that in a 
generous commercial policy lies the splendor 
and wer of our Pacific States. This would 
furnish a diplomatic situation worthy of our 
highest genius. Mr. Young added that he 
had tried to impress this idea upon both Mr. 
Bayard and Mr. Blaine in times past, but 
owing to various domestic politigal consider- 
ations it had been ignored. Mr. Young 
claims that his viewson this subject are in 
line with those entertained by the late Anson 
Buriingame and Gen. U. 8. Grant, whose op- 
portunities for forming correct judgment re- 
garding the Chinese were unsurpassed,

Raging Smali-Pox. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 29.—Small- pox 18 
spreading rapidly among 500 Chinese in 
quarantine off Angel Island. They were 
landed fromthe steamer Rio Janeiro, Jan. 


20, when there were two cases on board. Now 
there are eleven well-defined cases of confiu- 
ent small-pox in the lazgaretto. The Chinese 
fully expect that every man on the island 
willtake the disease, and they sit around 
awaiting their turn. Six Custom house of- 
ficers are included among the eleven which 
are on the island, and the quarantine officers 
will not allow them to leave. Within sight of 
the quarantine station are the Government 
Barracks. Col. Shafter has established a dead 
line, beyond which no quarantined people 
may stray, and a guard patrols this line. 


New Steamship Company. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 29.—The Mexican 
Steamship Co., recently formed here, is re- 
organizing ona basis of $50,000 capital in- 
stead of $100,000, as at first proposed. Under 


the new plan about four-fifths of the needed 
amount has been subscribed. Two vessels 
instead of three, as at first contemplated, 
will be placed on the route between this city 
and Vera Crug andthe timeof their trips 
shortened by leaving New Orleans off the 
route. A difference of opinion exists in the 
Board of Directors, which may lead to the 
retirement of three of their number, who 
oppose the purchase of special concessions 
of certain exclusive privileges, held by Con- 
sul Porch, from the Mexican Government.

„Long Tom’? CorFrin, the old seaman in 
The Pilot, after having been taken out of 
sight of the sea ‘‘for two whole watches’’

Our naval officers are more intelligent 
than Long Tom’’ CoFFIN was, but their 
thoughts about this orany other country 
seiom wander further landward than the 
navy-yards, the naval bureaus and the 
seaports that may be attacked or defended 
by navies.

Tht 
great grievance that makes life a burden to 
them is the tame peacefulness of this 
country and its security from aggression or 
insult. They see that it will never be at- 
tacked so long as it stays at home and 
minds its own business; that it will never 
get a chance to show off the fighting 
qualities of its gallant tars unless its navy 
is permitted to go in quest of insults, 
provocations and battles, wherever it can 
get its coat tail trodden upon by haughtily 
flaunting its flag in the faces of excited 
foreigners. 

Our new navy, instead of being a guar- 
antee of peace, has only supplied the devil 
fish of discord with more tentacles for find- 
ing the opportunities of strife. The neat- 
ness and dispatch with which it has 
brought us to the brink of war at Val- 
paraiso, will be exhibited with similar 
results, after this bout with Chili, to in- 
volve us in war with stronger powers, till 
the full development of our naval force 
shall realize the traditional dream of the 
American navy, the obliteration of British 
power and the proclamation of ‘‘Uncle 
Sam’’ as the recognized master of the seas. 

Recent events in Chili and Brazil have 
shown us how potent their navies were in 
revolutions.

The naval ring, which we do not 
fear, grows more active, potent and 
dangerous in politics with every new 
cruiser we send forth to roam the world in 
quest of Quixotic quar ls and collisions, 
and in our entire army, all told, there is 
not half the fierce fire-eating there is in 
the ward-room of one cruiser.

One Casein Which Tricks to Get the Re- 
quisite Number of Signers Failed, and 
the License Was Issued on General 
Ptinoiples in Face of a Majority Re- 
monstrance—A Saloon Man's Confid- 
fence of Support.

There are two saloons on opposite corners 
of Compton and Franklin avenues. One of 
them has been there for years and got there 
legally, with the consent of the property 
owners. The other one was established a 
short time ago by a man named Cella, 
illegally and in spite of an earnest oppos!- 
tion from the tax-payers of the biock, 
through the sympathy and aid of Collector 
Zlegenhein. 

It was this case that gave to the Collector's 
office the hint of dividing little lots into min- 
ute parcels, pretending to divide them among 
a number of people and using their names as 
petitioners foralicense. When Cella first 
applied for a license the property owners 
rose up in arms. They had one saloon on the 
corner, and that surely was enough to satisfy 
the people in the neighborhood who liked a 
glass of beer now and then. Judge James 
A. Seddon, C. H. Stone of Smith Academy, 
Josiah Fogg and others signed a remon- 
strance. Judge Seddon owned several 
houses on the block, and believ- 
ing that the presence of the galoon would 
depreciate its value took an active interest in 
getting up the remonstrance. Saloon-keeper 
Cella sent his friends around the block, but 
found he could get but a few signers to his 
petition. Then he divided up the lot on 
which his saloon stood, and got several more 
names, but still not enough. The remon- 


strants heard of his proceedings, and seeing 
it was going be a serious 
struggle, employe M. Loring to use 


all legal means for protection. Like a 
lawyer, Mr. Loring first saw 
that the remonstrance to be pre- 
sented to Collector Ziegenhein had the 
signature of a majority ofthe tax-payers on 
the block. He got two-thirds of them. 
CREATED TAX-PAYERS. 

Saloon-ke@per Cella saw that he was going 
to be beaten. Presently there appeared 
at the house next door to the 
saloon whose building he was going on with 
all the time, as if perfectly sure that 
he would eventually win his fight, 
street railway. employes, who seemed 
to discover suddenly that the 
little house was a place to board.

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Thomas Wand Severely Wounds Michael 
. Murphy, a River Mate. 

Tom Wand, the well-known city politician 
and city undertaker,and Michael Murphy, a 
river mate, quarreled last night in William 
Kane’s saloon, 1311 Market street, and Mur- 
phy was seriously cut. Wand was arrested 
and locked up at the Fourt Courts, The 
cutting was the result ofan old feud grow- 
ing out of a fight that took place fully a year 
ago in a saloon on Sixth and Elm streets. 
Murphy had some trouble with John 
Derity, the proprietor of the place, 
and being his physical superior gave 
him a severe beating. Derity, so the story 
goes, was a friend of Wand and since then 
there has been little love lost between Mur- 
phy and the City Undertaker and ex- delegate. 
Last night they met at Kane’s saloon on Mar- 
ket street, the occasion being a ‘‘grand 
opening. The ber-room was crowded with 
men and a sprinkling of women not averse to 
attending «rand openings. Wand, it 
seems, went there with several First ward 
politicians, including James Cuningnam. It 
was Wand’s first time out since New Year’s 
day, having since been confined to his home 
with a broken leg, received by falling from a 
carriage step while returning from the album 
presentation at Mayor Noonan’s house. 

Since he has been out of his house he has 
been getting along with some difficulty on a 
pair of crutches. While the merry-making 

was at its height last night Wand was seated 


a a chair with his crutches in his 
hands. The place. was crowded and 
suddenly a fight began between 


some of the men, which soon became general, 
glasses being thrown in all directions. It was 
about this time that somebody hit Wand, and 
a second or two later, Murphy was reeling 
about the place bleeding froma gaping wound 
in his throat. Wand at once left the saloon 
and drove to his livery stable on South Sixth 
street. The police were summoned and 
Murphy was taken tothe Dispensary where 
Dr. Jacobson bandaged his throat and pro- 
nounced the wound a dangerous one. Mur- 
phy’s friends then took him to the hospital. 
Wand was arrestea while riding down Wal- 
nut street in the direction of his stable. He 
was taken to the Four Courtsand questioned 
by Night Chief Reedy, but he had nothing to 
say. From the Four Courts he was taken to 
St. Mary’s Infirmary, where he was identified 
by Murphy asthe man who had cut him. As 
the physicians refused to give a certificate 
that Murphy was not dangerously hurt, bail 
was refused and Wand was locked up for the 
night. His friends provided him with a mat- 
tress, blankets and pillows to make his cell 
quarters as comfortable as possible. 0 
When Judge Claiborne reached the Four 
Courts at 9 o’clock this morning, application 
for Wanda’s release on bail was immediately 
made.
